in any one man or group of men 
Under its provisions we have three 
branches of government—the Legis­ 
lative, Executive, and Judicial, each 
branch independent of the others, 
yet all three cooperating for the 
general welfare In the writer s opin­ 
ion, a continuation of the liberties 
and freedoms we now enjoy depends 
upon the maintenance of this wise 
provision of checks and balances. 
6. And. finally, our Constitution 
places in the hands of the President 
and the United States Senate Joint 
power in the consideration and de­ 
termination of our relations with 
other nations. 
Early .Admiration 
Returning to Lincoln and his con­ 
cept of the Constitution, even in his 
boyhood he revered it, and was im­ 
pressed with the sacrifices made in 
its behalf by the founding fathers. 
As he reached maturity he soon 
found himself in accord with Web­ 
ster who said: "Our Constitution is 
the only bond of the Union of Blate*; 
It is all that give* us a national 
character.” 
Ax early as 1847, while a young 
Representative in the National Con­ 
gress from the State of Illinois, Lin­ 
coln said, in .speaking of the Con­ 
stitution: 
"As. a general rule. I think it 
would be much better for us to 
let it alone. No slight occasion 
should tem.pt us to touch it. Bet­ 
ter not take the first step, which 
may lead to a habit of altering 
it. Better rather, habituate our­ 
selves to think of it as unalter­ 
able. It can scarcely be made 
better than it is. New provisions 
would introduce new difficulties, 
and thus create and increase 
appetite tor further change. No, 
sir; let it stand as it is. New 
hands have never touched it. 
The men who made it have done 
their 
work 
and 
have 
passed 
away. Who shall improve on 
what they did.” 
When we stop to think thai during 
the paT 150 years of our cotvti- 
tutional existence as a nation ap­ 
proximately 
3,000 
attempts 
have 
been made to amend the Constitu­ 
tion, and yet only 21 of these pro­ 
posals I lave become the supreme law 
ai the land, we begin to appreciate 
the force of Lincoln's reasoning. 
Laud Lincoln’s luff 
At this point I should Uke to in­ 
terject two quotations that embody 
fine .summaries of Lincoln’s life. The 
first from Joseph Fort Newton 
“Tall, 
angular, homely, elo­ 
quent; a child of the South, a 
leader of the North, aho grew 
up in the backyard of the Na­ 
tion; the son of a pioneer un­ 
trained 
in 
schools; 
a 
village 
fabulist, postmaster 
and coun­ 
try lawyer; hater of slavery and 
lover of men; a humorist with 
a heart full of tears; a logician 
aith a soul of pity and pathos 
a high priest at the altar vt 
blood and fire and terror, un­ 
bendingly firm, incredibly mer­ 
ciful, infinitely patient; a martyr 
in the hour of victory: the tall­ 
est soul of his time—Lincoln, 
the savior of his country.” 
And one from the great Spanish 
statesm an, orator and writer Em ­ 
etic) Castellar, in his review of Lin­ 
coln's career: 
"And when the slave evil be­ 
came more virulent, when the 
Have-hokier- uttered their war 
cries, and the staves their groan­ 
er despair, th* woodcutter, the 
boatman, the tall son of 
the 
great Me t, the descendant ut 


and establish a new kind of govern­ 
ment? No; this is what he said: 
“Let un herr highly resolve 
that these dead shall not have 
died in vain, that thin nation 
under God shall have a new 
birth of freedom, and that gov­ 
ernment of the people, by the 
people, for the people, shall not 
perish from the earth.” 
Lincoln knew that subversion of 
the letter and spirit of the Constitu­ 
tion would be the first step toward 
dictatorship 
He was for a Con- . 
stitutlon limiting the power of gov- j 
em inent because he knew that such 
a Constitution always stands between 
the people and any official who may 
have a lust for unrestrained power. 
Failure bf Others 
It should be noted in this con­ 
nection that Hitler’s first act, when 
he climbed to high official station by 
the suffrage of his countrymen, was 
to junk the Weimar Constitution. 
Napoleon III in 1851 overthrew the 
Constitution of France which, in 
1848, as President of France, he had 
sworn to preserve, protect and de­ 
fend. There is nothing so intoxicat­ 
ing as the wine of power. Every­ 
where and in all ages, except in such 
rare characters as Abraham Lincoln, 
"power breeds arrogance, and arro­ 
gance corrupteth the understanding 
heart," 
In this country the humblest cit­ 
izen of the land can apply to the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
for a vindication of his Tights when­ 
ever the government by any of its 
officers from the President down at- j 
tempts 
to 
encroach 
upon 
those 
rights. The Court is on record as 
saying that "No man in this country 
is so high that he is above the law. 
All th e officers of the government, 
from the highest to the lowest, are 
creatures of the law, and are bound 
to obey it." 
Lived to See Triumph 
"Lincoln lived to see the triumph 
of the principles for which in peace 
and in war he had always fought He 
lived until he was enshrined in hu­ 
man hearts He Jived until he was 
the foremost man of all the world. 
With this triumph came the end. for 
then the curtain dropped and at 
half mast was the flag of victory 
The emancipator of a race, the savior 
of his country, the friend of all man­ 
kind was dead. Then on his brow 
Fame 
placed 
her f.tdelexs 
laurel 
wreath, and God engraved the name 
of Abraham Lincoln on the granite 
page of immortality.
